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Remarks 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in 
view of tine above amendments and following remarks. 
Oath/Declaration 

The Office Action has stated that the reissue oath/declaration filed with this 
application is defective because it fails to contain the statement as to the applicant's 
belief that the origina! patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid, the statement 
of inoperability is insufficient, and that the statement regarding applicant's duty to 
disclose information is not properly stated. 

A Declaration is enclosed that corrects these deficiencies. As stated in the 
original Declaration, an unintentional error resulted in the improper wording of claims 
1 and 6. As a result, the applicant claimed less than he had the right to claim. 
Claims 1 and 6 have been amended to include an invention as described in the 
specification. 
Specification 

The specification has been amended, as suggested by the Examiner, to 
include the additions and deletions in the specification as originally filed. Additional 
minor typographical errors have also been corrected. The paragraph beginning on 
column 3 line 29 and ending on column 3, line 51 has been amended to include the 
language "a first electrode being connectable to a source of electrical potential at a 
first polarity and a second electrode being connectable to a source of electrical 
potential at a second polarity." Support for this language can be found in claim 1 of 
the application as originally filed. No new matter has been added. 
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Claims 

A properly marked up listing of claims, which will replace ail prior versions and 
listings of claims in the application, has been included as suggested by the 
Examiner. No claims have been cancelled. Claims 1-16 are pending in the present 
application. The Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for stating that claims 1- 
1 6 are allov\/able over the prior art. 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-16 under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph 
because the specification does not provide enablement for, or a description of, a first 
electrode connectabie to a source of electrical potential at a first polarity and a 
second electrode being connectabie to a source of electrical potential at a second 
polarity. The Applicant thanks the Examiner for noting that there is support in the 
original claims for the polarity connections and that the originai claim language may 
be inserted in the specifications to give support for this aspect of the invention. The 
specification has been so amended.
